to Save Them. 


FIRE AMONG THE COSTUMES 


WOMEN OF THE FAMILY FORMED 
A PITCHER BRIGADE. 


They Succeeded in Saving the Costly 
Garments From the Flames, but 
the Drenching Ruined the 
Dainty Fabrics. 


To save their horse show costumes, valued 
at $3000, from being destroyed by fire, Mrs. 
Louisa Anhouser-Biank and her daughters, 
Mrs. C. B. Dieckriede, Jr., and Misses Lil- 
lie, Edna and Dorothy Anheuser, fought 
with their hands, blankets and cups of 
water a fire which was discovered Thursday 
night in the mite of their home at 3131 Hus- 
sell avenue eatin 

The young women, with the help of two 
seamstresses who were aiding them in their 
preparation for next week's event, extin- 
guished the fire before it had spread to 
other-roome of the house, but the dresses, 
except those on which the seamstresscs 
were working at the time, were runed. 

The family is now in the p! ight of having 
‘nothing to wear’ for the Horse Show. 

Mrs. Anheuger-Blank and her daughters 
had secured a box at the Horse Shew. and 
were giving a great part of their time to 
preparing for the event. 

Dresses for the occasion had ben re- 
ceived from Paris within the past week, 
and the most costly silks, satins, Irish lace, 
crepe de chine, etamine and broadcloths 
were in the family collection of horse show 
gowns. 


COSTUMES PLACED IN ATTIC. 
Alterations had been found necessary in 
some of the garments, and the seamstresses 
had been employed to do this work. While 
each worked on a part of a costly garment, 
the remaining articles of the newly-pur- 
chased wardrobes were piled and hung in 


fthe attic, ready for the later attention of 


the needlewomen. 

Mrs. Anheuser-Blank and her daughters 
made frequent visits to the room to consult 
with the two workers, and were within 
hearing of their call of ‘“‘fire,’’ which came 
when one of the women smelled smoke. 
Mrs. Dieckriede and her mother were the 
first to appear. They also smelled smoke, 
and, looking into the attic, saw flames in 
one 6f the piles of dresses. They rushed to 
the floor below for pitchers of water, cal)- 
ing on thé others in the house to help them. 
The flames spread rapidly in the few 
seconds which intervened before the first 
pitcherful of water was dashed on the 
blaze. 


PITCHER BRIGADE FORMED. 
With the aid of the younger members of 
the family and the seamstresses and ser- 
vants, the women formed a pitcher brigade, 
the large water receptacles were passed 
from hand to hand until they reached the 
young women's mother, who was fighting 
the fiames at the head of the line. 

A blanket which lay near by was used 

in smothering the flames in one pile of 
dresses, but water proved the most effective 
agent. 
When the nearest fire engine company ar- 
rived, the flames were out. But the victory 
over the fire was a costly one. Hardly one 
of the garments had escaped entire ruin. 

The drésser which had not been burned 
had been so drenched by water, which had 
flowed over the charred garments, that the 
delicate fabrics were beyond redemption. 
The loss is the second which members 
of the Anheuser household have sustained 
in the past two weeks. Migs Dorothy An- 
heuser, whose dresses were burned, missed 
jewels valued at $1500 last week. The pdlice 
have since found a locket and watchchain, 
but not the more valuable articles,

WANTS TOMBSTONE FOR DEBTS 


Administrator of Bstate Contends 
Debtor Had No Right to Order 
Investment in Monument.

BOWLING GREEN, O., Oct. 31.—Possibly 
the grave of George Boetsch, one of the 
pioneers of this county, will be robbed 
of its monument and the statuary sold 
to apply on the debts of the estate. 

This very peculiar question is in the 
hands of Probate Judge Angus, and he will 
decide whether or not a debtor is legally 
entitled to a monument when he dies. 

Eugene Rheinfrank, administrator of the 
Boetsch estate, has commenced proceed- 
ings against Frederick Hillabrand to re- 
cover the price of the monument, alleg- 
ing that Hillabrand, when he bought the 
monument with ‘money given to him by 
Boetsch, did unlawfully dispose of what 
might have been applied toward the in- 
debtedness of the estate. Hillabrand and 
Boetsch were friends, and one day Boetsch

gave Hillabrand sufficient money to de- 
fray his funeral expenses and erect a neat 


stone monument over his grave. 
When Boetsch died Hillabrand hastened 


to execute the wishes of his deceased 
friend. He gave the pioneer a good funeral 
and erected a shaft over the grave.

VERDICT FIXES 


SENTENCE 5 YEARS 


Jury Returned Its Finding 
After Being Out Only 19 
Minutes, 


bags ges MADE NO DEFENSE 


RESTED CASE AFTER DEMURRER 
TO STATE’S EVIDENCE WAS 
OVERRULED. 


Owing to Other Indictments Pending 
Against Convicted Man Mr. Folk 
Asked That Pronouncing of 
Sentence Be Deferred. 


Edmund Bersch was found guilty of per- 
jury Friday morning after the brief delib- 
eration by the jury of 19 minutes, and his 
punishment fixed at five years in the peni- 
tentiary. 

Kersh was charged with the crime of 
perjury as the outgrowth of statements 
made by him before the December grand- 
jury last year while the Suburban fran- 
chise scandal was under investigation. The 
case was calied for trial last Monday in 
Judge Douglas’ court. Judge Douglas was 
disqualified by the defense, and the case 
was transferred to Judge Ryan's court. 

Here all of the dilatory tactics possible 
were resorted to. Motions for a continu- 
ance and a change of venue were overruled, 
and the selection of the jury was begun 
Wednesday afternoon. 

The cass in many respects was the most 
remarkable of any ever tried in St. Louis. 
Bersch was represented by Attorneys Ches- 
ter H. Krum, Thomas J. Rowe and John 
A. Gernez. After being defeated in all of 
their tactics to gain time before the trial 
actually began, counsel for the defense 
changed their tactics and practically made 
no defense. 


MADE NO ARGUMENT. 

They asked no questions of the panel se- 
lected to try the case; they made no open- 
ing argument; they cross-examined but 
few of the witnesses, and then their ques- 
tions seemed intended to be only humorous 
or sarcastic. 

After the state had introduced an over- 
whelming amount of the most positive evi- 
dence the defense merely demurred to 
the state’s case. 

When this was overruled the defense an- 
nounced that it rested. Not a single wit-. 
ness.was placed on the stand to testify one 
word in behalf of the prisoner. Counsel 
for the defense announced that no reply 
would be made to Mr. Folk's argument. 
Not one word was addressed to the jury in 
their client’s behalf. Counsel for the de- 
fense tendered no instruction to the court 
to be given to the jury in behalf of the de- 
feridant. 


TO JURY AT 10:53. 

The case went to the jury at 10:53 o'clock 
Friday morning. At 11:12 o'clock, 19 
minutes later, the jury filed into court and 
announced it# verdict. The maximum pun- 
ishment was seven years. The minimum 
was two. The verdict was for five years. 
Counsel for the defense waived its right 
to poll the jury. 

Judge Chester H. Krum, leading counsel! 
for the defense, was asked by the Post- 
Dispatch as to the remarkable course of the 
counsel, 

“Why, there was absolutely nothing to 
defend,’’ was the reply. ‘‘No matter what 
verdict had been returned, if it were one 
of guilty, the Supreme Court will reverse 
it. 

“The defendant never actually saw that 
$75,000 that is alleged to have been deposited 
in the Lincoln Trust Co., and could have 
had no knowledge such as to give the testi- 
mony that was wanted of him by the 
grandjury.”’ 

Circuit Attorney Folk announced himself 
as well pleased with the verdict. He said. 
however, that the prosecution of Bersch 
was not concluded. The grandjury has al- 
ready returned three indictments against 
him—two for bribery and one for perjury, 
the one on which he hae just been con- 
victed. There te also an additional charge 
of perjury against him, says the circuit 
attorney, on which the grandjury has not 
yet returned an indictment. This is for 
perjury in connection with the lHghting 
bill. 

If Bersch were to be formally sentenced 
by the court he could not be tried for the 
other offenses. Consequently, Mr. Folk 
will ask that the sentence be deferred. and 
Bersch will be brought to trial on the other 
charges as rapidly as possible. The series 
of Bersch cases, stated Mr. Folk, will be 
completed before any other cases are taken 
uD. 

It is known that several of the indicted 
men have overtures for pleas. 

“Some of the indicted men are not con- 
sidered as guilty as the others,”’ said the 
circuit attorney to the Post-Dispatch, and 
it te possible that if they enter pleas of 


tences. 

Ed Butler, bondsman for Bersch, failed to 
appear after the conviction of the de- 
fendant to sign a new bond, and Bersch 
was committed to jail.

HAD THREATENED HIS LIFE 


Once She Knocked His Hand Just as 
He Fired at Himself—Did Not 
Intend to Leave Husband. 


Mrs. Mattie Sandifer of 2727 Morgan 
street, in whose company Fred Bockius 
committed suicide by swallowing carbolic 
acid Thursday afternoon because of her re-

“By his threats of violence against him- 
self persuaded me a few weeks ago to 
accompany him to a saloon at Grand and 

ton avenues. Then he asked me to leave 
with him at once. I refused, and he drew 
a revolver, pointed it at his head and fired. 
If I had not pushed his hand aside just as 
he fired, he would have killed himself then. 
Ener Pet us out of the saloon and I re- 
turned home. 

“My husband noticed his attentions to 
me and objected strongly. This made me 
more miserable, as I had no intention of 
doing anything wrong, and still wanted, 
f possible, to keep Dachtns from taking 

oe hoped that in time he would get 
over his infatuation. 

“Yesterday I had just returned from 4 
drive to East St. Louis when he climbed 
into the buggy with me. Right away he 
commenced to plead with me to leave my 
home and go with him at once.

strengthen the squadron of German war 
vessels stationed in the North Atlantic. 
Two larg? cruisers and three gun boats will 
be devoted to this purpose, and the whole 
will be placed under the command of a 


distinguished admira!. Prince Adalbert, the 
Kaiser’s third son, will be attached to the 
squadron, and probably placed in command 
of one of the gun boats. 3 

The object of this move is cpenly to 
strengthen the gcod relations between Ger- 
many and the United States, and to extend 
these relations to the fleets of both nations. 
It is this which induces the Kaiser to part 
with Prince Adalbert, probably his best be- 
loved son, who bids fair to be a gentleman 
as woll as a gallant sailor. 

Prince Adalbert is physically a fine type 
of young fellow, with an open, frank bear- 
ing, perfect manners and a thorough 
knowledge of idiomatic English. He will 
devote much time to the study of American 
naval matters while in the North Atlantic 
ports. 

It is the Kaiser’s most earnest wish that 
constant communication should be opened 
up with the British and American squad- 
rons in the Nosth Atlantic, and with this 
object in view the German North Atlantic 
squadron will not only visit numerous sta- 
tions in North America, but will algo visit 
the Lahamas, Bermudas and the greater 
Antilles. 

In this way the Kaiser hopes to make a 
beginning in carrying out his favorite idea 
that the three Germanic nations of the 
world—termany, Great Britain and the 
United States—shall form a strong and 
united front in the van of the world’s prog- 
resem. It was this idea which found elo- 
quent expression in the letter he wrote to

Mr. De Wollant was 
for many years first secretary of the Rus- 
sian embassy here, and {s now on a special 
diplomatic mission to Mexico. 

With his charming wife, he spends much 
time in this country, and is identified with 
the social set of Washington. 

Lieut. Juan Atwell, naval attache of the 
|Argentine legation, married Miss Estelle 
Huyck of Washington. 

One of the Chinese attaches, Yung Kwai, 
a typical Celestial scholar and a graduate 
of Yale in 18%, is married to a young Amer- 
ican woman from Springfield, Mass. 

Two of the ministers accredited to Wash- 
ington are sons of American mothers. They 
are Barons Givers, minister from Holland. 
who is a son of the daughter of the late 
Senator Wright of New Jersey. The mother 
of Viscount Alto, the Portuguese minister, 


before her marriage was Miss Hanley of 
Vermont. 


American Wives’ 
Delicate Position. 

To be an American wife of a foreign dip- 
lomat to Washington has always been 
counted one of the most delicate and diffi- 
cult positions. The appointment of a dip- 
lomat under such circumstances implies 
a high compliment to this nation, but the 
fact must not be forgotten that the hus- 
band of such a woman regards his wife 
az a citizen of his own country. 

Thus, Baroness Moncheur is a Belgian, 
eccording to law, although the lady has 
never had the pleasure of setting foot on 


the soil of Belgium. She met the Baron 
Moncheur in the City of Mexico when he 
and her father were diplomatic colleagues. 
The marriage took place there. They im- 
mediately came to the Belgian legation in 
this city and have resided here since. 
The present situation in the diplomatic 
corps has been approached only once be- 
fore and that was during the administra- 
tion of Thomas Jefferson. At that time 
the wife of the British minister, David 
Montague Erskine, afterward chancellor of 
the British exchequer, and the wife of 
the Spanish minister, Marco d'Yrufo, were 
both Americans. The ladies took such a 
decided position in the social affairs of the 
captial that many complications arose be- 
tween them and the ladies of President 
Jeflerson’s vabinet circle. 
The wife of the British minfster was 
Miss Cadwallader, of Philadelphia, daugh- 
ter of the famous soldier-jurist, Gen. John 
Cadwallader. The Spaniard was married 
to Miss Sallie McLean, daughter of Gov. 
Thomas MclI.ean of New Jersey. Both 
ladies were beauties and wits. 
They were at outs with the American 
led‘es who composed resident society, and 
their criticisms often embroiled the other 
ladies of the diplomatic corps. 


Great Britain Breaks 

Precedent With Herbert. 

This experience was so well remembered 
by the British foreign office that, until the 
advent of Sir Michael and Lady Herbert, 
no British minister or ambassador married 
to an American woman has ever been @c- 
credited to Washington. 

About that same time, Germany had @ 
similar experience. The fact that the house 
of Hanover was so intensely German in 
its affiliaitons and sympathies,attracted 
a host of German nobles. Théy* married 
English ladies. In the course of time 
many of them were accredited as ambassa- 
dors and ministers to London with dire 
rceults. 

The King of Prussia, followed b the 
cther German princes of that time, @ opted 
a strict rule never to gt ag a diplomat 
to any court from which he had selected 
a wife. 

This rule holds in the German diplomatic 
servi@> to this day and was recently ex- 
explified. The Baron von Sternberg was 
educated with the distinct idea that one 
dny he was to be German ambassador to 
Washington. He served here for years

GREAT THRONGS APPLAUD HIM 


TARIFF AND TRUSTS THE ISSUES 
AS HE SEES THEM. 
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Declares That His Party’s Night of 
Adversity Is Waning and a New 
Dawn Is in Sight Over 
the Hills.

| Jast night. 


A great crowd gathered at the Lyceum 
to hear him. He read his speech, but it 
lost none of its inspiration for his hearers, 
who interrupted him frequently with ap- 
pilause. 

The speech was made in the interest 
of Dewitt C. Flanagan 
for Congress. The keynote was the tariff, 
which the former President evidently be- 
lieves overshadows all other issues. 

Mr. Cleveland's speech was as follows: 

Mr. Chairman and fellow citizens: Aa I greet 
you pow, | cannot smother certain sentimental 
emotions which intens.fy the satisfaction which 
this oceasion affords.

I have called your attention to the fact that 
in 1887 competition, which, if unrestricted, might 
modify the effect upon our consumers of a high 
protective tariff, was spoken of as ‘‘too often 
strangled by combinations, quite prevalent at this 
time and freyuently called trusts, which have for 
their object the regulation of the supply and 
Price of commodities made and scold by members 
of the combination." 

When this was written I suppose the trusts and 
combinations mentioned as ‘‘quite prevalent,’ 
far as they, were at all important, might have 
been counted on the fingers of the two hands. 

When the friends of the tariff last took up the 
work of ita reconstruction, those trusts and com- 
binations had increased by the hundreds. The 
eccnsequence of their operation could not fail to 
be understood. It was as plain then as now 
that a high protective tariff defends them aga'nst 
foreign competition and that by agreed associa- 
tion and confederacy in production and price they 
defend themeclves against competiticn at home.

Is it not true that the heedlessness of its ex- 
pectant beneficiaries and their disregard for the 
welfare of the gfeat masa of coveumers {is more 
ami more impudently exhibited, and is it not true 
that. to all other reasons for a reform of our 
tariff jaws, there is added the birth and growth 
of thelr cruel and unmerciful progeny of trusts 
and combinations which stand guard against all 
ee em to seek relief in the field of free compe: 

tion? 

That the present tariff conditions ‘have assumed 
a complexion which not only requires a check 
in its aggressiveness, but actual amendment, is 
at last admitted among those responsible for 
these conditions. Such a concession was made 
when a dozen or more reciprocity treaties were 
submitted to the Senate. Put the sincerity of 
the concession and the honest intention to sur- 
render the least advantage as long as it can be 
he'd is emphatically disproved by the fact that 
session after session of the Senate has passed 
without taking the lerst action on these treaties. 

I need hardly refer to the prevalence just at 
this time among the supporters of bigh protec- 
tion of «declarations and professions in favor of 
tariff readjustment. We hear it on every side. 

What does it mean? It means that they see 
the handwriting on the wall as they have nevter 
seen it before. 

Does it mean that they are sincerely willing 
to do something for ‘the people as against od 
comrades who have heretofore paid we'!l for the 
neglect, of the people? How can we believe this 
when we see etill goreces up and down before 
our sight the hoary-headed, bloated and malodor- 
ous old fraud and pretense that the tariff should 
be revised by its friends? 

What have these friends of the tariff done that 
they should again be trusted. They have quieted 
the —* fear and professed solicitude for 
their welfare and promised to lead them to pleas- 
ant places and now that shoals and rocks have 
been struck they seek by another promise to 
mend the whole affair and retain the confidence 
and trust of those they have deluded. 

I have supposed that my fellow-citizens are 
thoughtful on this sviject and that their thought- 
fulness has led them to desire an amendment of 
our tariff laws and a rectification of the wrong 
and intwstice that follow in their train. I have 
attempted to give reasons why this werk should 
not be intrusted to those who have so fully dem- 
aaa their insincerity and unfitness for the 
task.

ELECTION JUDGES ARE FAIR 


They Decide to Do Away With One 
Bad Feature of the Nesbit 
Law. 


Louis P. Aloe, Republican member of 
the board of election commissioners, 8ay5 
that his two Democratic colleagues on the 
board have done away with one of the feat- 
ures of the Nesbit law most objectionable 
to Republicans—the provision that the 
books, ballot boxes and the keys to the 
ballot boxes for each precinct shall be de- 
livered to one judge in each precinct.
